Tho first. of the interurban com- 
pany’s cars has arrived in Edmonton, 
and. the service will be formally inau- 
gurated on Monday week. The first car 
Was manufactured in Chicago, and- a 
second, of English make, is on its way 
to Edmonton, It is expected that with- 
in a short time a third passenger car 
will ‘be ordered. ‘The one car will be 
capable -of giving an hourly service, 
but the directors do not consider that, 
at first, the trafle will warrant 50 many 
runs being made, According to the 
present plans of the company, from six 
to eight trips will be made daily. 

The company desired to run. their 
cars right into the centre of the city, 
but the terms demanded by the city 
council were regarded as prohibitive, 
with the result that, until some other 
agreement is arrived at, the St. Al- 
bert car will only be run to Caller, and 
passengers will be brought into. the 
city ‘by motor bus. ' 

Want Double Track. 

The cily council asked the inlerurb~ 
an company to lay double tracks all 
the way ‘from the cily limits to Twen- 
ty-fourth street, and, in addition, to 
pave the road for the whole way, a 


distance of nearly three miles. Even 
on those conditions, the company 


would not be allowed to run their cars 
over the eity lines, The council: pro-, 
posed to run their own oars to meet 
the St. Albert car al Calder, and de- 
manded that the company should guar- 
antee the service from Twenty-fourth 
street to Galder. As the inlerurban 
company expect to do the major por- 
tion of their: business in bringing 
freight from the country district: be- 
tween St. Albert. and Edmohton, “and 
as ‘the: schehie,tproposed by the city 
in no. way ‘provided for handling 
freight, the directors considered the 
cily council's proposal to be impractic- 
able, apart from the heavy cost. for 
construction whieh it/would entail, 

If an agreement can De entered into 
whereby freight can be conveyed to a 
central depot in the elty, the directors 
anticipate that the truck garden ‘busi- 
ness will be very greatly developed and 
the cost of ving in Fdmonton propor- 
tlonately reduced. The district through 
which the line runs is one of the most 
fertile in the provinee, and well suit- 
ed to truck gardening purposes, but 
the industry has hitherto been retard- 
ad by the lack of transportation, 

The company fs erecting a large car 
depot at Queen Mary Park, half a mile 
north of Calder. The car sheds are 
within the city limils, but the com- 
pany obtained their charter to run thelr 
lines to the park before it was taken 
into: the city, this spring, Consequent- 
ly the action of the city counell in no 
way Interfers with the conrpany’s plans 
in this direction, 

Light This Fall. 

It it not anticipated that there will 
be much freight. this fall, and the com- 
pany. are not rushing. delivery of their 
freight cars, but several are on order. 
and an adequate freight service will be 
given next spring, —‘ é 

The passenger cars to be used on 
the St. Albert line are entirely differ- 
ent from the ordinary street car, being 
built on the model sof the standard 
rallway coach, Each car is fitted with 
a gas electric motor, and generates ils 
own power, thus obviating the neoessi- 
ty of overhead  eleelric wires. The 
cars, Which weigh 3! tons each, are of 
90 horse-power, and, when the track 
has pettleds a speed of over 40 miles 
an hour will be attained on the level 


grades, 
According to an oMelal of the com- 
pany, the St. Abbert line is not the 


company’s fal project, but is simply 
the first Ink ina big chatn which will 
connect Edmonton with the whole sur- 
rounding district. \ 

The Edmonton interurban railway 
Will be the first interurban service in 
Canada, west of Montreal. «There is a 
surburban service in Winnipeg, but it 
is connected with the street ratlwny 
system, and is not, properly speaking, 
an interurban service.

FAVORS APPOINTMENT 
MORE THAN ELECTION 


Points ‘Out that Judges Select- 
ed for Life are More Satis- 
factory Than Those Chosen 
For Only Short Terms, 


Montreal, Sept.  8—Ex-President 
Taft launched out with no uncertain 
stroke last night on the subject of the 
appointment of the judiciary, in an ad- 
dress delivéred before the session of 
the American Bar association. The 
reception tendered the distinguished 
Visitor avas of the most cordial char- 
acter and when he entered the hall and 
took his place on the platform. — the 
audience rose spontaneously and mani- 
fested its feeling in a prolonged oul- 
burst of applause. 

President Frank Kellogg introduced 
the ‘ex-president. who: avas the, prin-= 
cipal speaker’ of the evening. ; 

In opening his address, former 
President Taft) asserted: that. the di- 
vision of government into three parts, 
the legislative, the executive and the 
judicial, and the keeping apart of the 
judicial from the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches, tiad proved a wise 
one not only in the United States, but 
also in Great Britain, and all the states 
under her flag, 

In the United States. the © judicial 
system has’ different’ degrees ‘of. inde- 
pendence permitting comparison, the 
greater the independence of the courts 
the stronger their influnce and — the 
more satisfactory their jurisdiction and 
administration of justice, 

A Popular Government, 

In a popular government, he said, 
the most diMcult problem is to deter- 
mine a satisfactory method of select- 
ing the members of its’ judicial branch. 
Where ought such power be placed? 
It is said it ought to be entrusted to 
irresponsible men. If this means that 
judges should not be men who do not 
understand the inyportance of the func- 
lion they are exercising, or the gravi- 
ty of the result of their decision may 
involve or do not exert enough sincere 
Intellectual ‘effort to decide according 
to law and justice, everyone must con- 
cur, But if it-means that the judges 
must be responsible for their judg- 
ments to some higher authority so that 
for errors made in good faith they in- 
cur a personal liability, then we know 
from centuries of actual experience 
that the-interests of justice, pure, and. 
undefiled, requires». theirs: immubily: 
Kinalily of decision is essential in every 


‘branch of the government or else the 


government cannot go on, This {s as 
true of its judicial branch as of other 
branches, Therefore, somebody must 
have the final word in judicial mat- 
ters, and the only question-i% who can 
best exercise this power?” 

The answer to the question must be 
found in the real character of the func- 
tion judges are to perform. 


There is a schoet of political philo-4 


sophers today, Mr. Taft asserted, who 
say that there’ are no positive stand- 
ards of right antl justice, but — that 
these vary wilh the popular will, and 
that we are to learn what they .are 
from its expression, 

Some Technica! Points, 

If right and justice are dependent 
on the votes of ‘the electorate and if 
what are known as individual rights are 
merely privileges held at the will of a 
majority, then the proposition ‘that the 
judicial oMeer represents the will of 
the people in the same sense as the 
legislative office, so that when the el- 
ectoral majority differs from his judg- 
ment he ought to be removed, has 
some logical foundation, 

So, too. In this view the proposition 
that the final decision of the courts 
shall be submitted on review to a po- 
pular election has reason in ft. 

Mr, Taft, however, assumed for the 
purpose of Wiseussion, that pringiples 
of right and justice and honesty and 
morality are not merely conventional,

30, was found by his closest friend and 
companion,’ §. B. Moher. in a lonely 
shock at Bow and Ninth streets on the 
ILB.R. at 7 o'clock last night when he 
returned from his day's work, 

The body was lying on the floor of 
the place, which «vas ‘in general dis- 
order eyerythiug being thrown about, 
and upon examination was ~ found to 
Nave about two dozen holes in the trunk 
And’ chest near the shoulders, evidently 
caused’ by a shot from an ordinary 
shotgun, Moher upon,returning to the 
house entered, according to his slate- 
ment made to captain’ of the. detec- 
tive force, D, Simpson; at’ an early hour 
this morning, ‘noticed, the room’in 
Sreat disorder.. He picked up the 
‘mattress finding under it the body. of 
MeNully, with blood on ‘his. neck; He 
frimediately went to the® house: of) Ay 
Brown at Eighth and Vermilion avenue 
where je telephoned for the police. : 

Chief Carpenter ‘accompanied! > by 
Captaiy Simpson and Detectives Cole- 
man, Fraser and Duclos rushed ‘to the 
scene in'a car, where the body had been 
looked afler by Brown and Moher, They 
proveededi tol investigate the matter and 
found in.the doorway of the shack sev- 
eral marks of shots while on the oppo- 
site wall there was a hole caused by 
one of the B.B, shot which had appar- 
ently entered through the open door 
and struck the wall. 

Connelly and McKinley, undertakers, 
Werdjoalled with;Dr. Korin, the coroner,, 
who ‘orderdd the body removed to the 
morgue and the ‘search * continued.

The shack stands at. Bow and Ninth 
street, hidden in the trees which at this 
place are very thick and was a:most 
secluded spot although in the ijmmed- 
iate neighborhood there are many other 
buildings of the same class. The occu- 
pants of these places were questioned 
about the affair, but practically no «n- 
formation was.forthcoming and as night 
had fallen the search was given up for 
the time being, : 

The partner and friend of McNulty, 
Stephen B, Moher was brought to the 
police station about 14 o'clock &nd sub- 
jected to a gruelling .examination” by 
Captain Simpson, but his story was 
that) he had known the” deceased: for. 
about three years, first having met him 
When he was employed at the Dominion 
shbtel. on. live south ‘side, .}. afterwards 
working af the: Jasper house. ‘I'here 
McNulty was employed as day clerk 
until’ last January when he quit be- 
cause he had asked for a raise of pay 
which the proprietor refused him. 
Since ‘then he had not been working 
regularly having sold for a ‘time some 
real estate for Griffiths and Duffield 
of Jasper avenue east. Moher stated 
that the man had been ia the shack 
When he left there al eight o'clock yes- 
ferday morning on his Way to his’ regu; 
lar’ employment as a. bookkeeper at 
Nicholls Bros, of 103 Syndicate avenue, 
and that he knew nothing of the matter 
until he found the body upon his arrival 
home. He stated thal the man was a 
general favorite with all with.whom he 
came in contact and that so far as he 
knew had no en¢mies, - He told that 
MeNulty had very. little money for the 
reason that he had not been working 
for such a Jength of time, but that he 
knew he received some three weeks 
ago ‘the sum of $50 from Michael 
O'Brien of the Capitol hotel who is a 
cousin of the deceased and the only re- 
lative which he had in this city. 


Money Nearly All Gone. 


This money. he stated was nearly all 
gone so that the motive of robbery. 
Was dismissed. 

They had been living in the shack 
since last May and had always been the 
best .of. friends. from ‘the beginning of 
their aéquainlance. He stated that he 
could prove he had been at work all 
day whieh the police owing to the late- 
ness of the hour were unable to verify, 
but there is nothing to warrant ‘them 
in being suspicious that he had any- 
thing to do with the crime, 

The deceased was about 30 years of 
age, five feet eight inches in height and 
unmarried. .He was of dark complex- 
ion and heavy set. He came from Nor- 
wood, Ontario, where his parents re- 
side, being educated at Peterboro. His 
father is still living. there ~ with two 
brothers, 

No molive can be attributed by the 
police for the crime although they ad-

THE SAFETY FIRST 


MOVEMENT IN U: S. 

“You can’t unscramble scrambled eggs,’’ is 
the way the Mellen directorate of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railway a few months 
ago expressed the fact that that railway had been 
so loaded with fictitious capitalization that to at- 
tempt to squeeze the water out of it would be 
impossible. 

New York, New Haven and Hartford, a Mor- 
gan contraption, is‘one of the most glaring exam- 
ples of the overstocking which has been done in 
United States by the alleged financiers who have 
loaded nineteen billions of debt onto the railways 
of the country until they now carry ten times more 
liabilities than the total of the national debt of 
United States. So predatory have the operations 
of these financiers been in the past few years that 
with a capitalization of $78,000 — per mile the 
railways of the country are unable to meet their 
payments. of interest and at the same time keep 
their equipment up to the standard necessary by 
the ordinary requirements of safety. The con- 
sequence is that the United States railways have 
become so unsafe that they annually slaughter 
thousands of passengers, the average casualty list 
on United States railways showing an appalling 
total so greatly in excess of any other country in 
the world as to make the conclusion inevitable. that 
so far as that country is concerned the system of 
private ownership of railways has broken down 
and in the interests of public safety something will 
have to be done in the near future to curb the 
predatory financiers and inaugurate a system of 
railroading which will exhibit some regard for the 
safety of human life. The New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, having been in the public eye for 
months, and being a concern the overstocking of 
which is notorious, the accident of yesterday on 
this railway will probably be followed by a revul- 
sion of feeling which will demand that some im- 
mediate action be taken in the name of the “'safety 
first’ movement which has been gaining such 
headway in the past few months. 
—_—_— 
THE KIND OF GOVERNMENT 
BORDEN PRESIDES OVER. 

When the Canadian Pacific railway was char- 
tered it was given, as an assistance toward the 
construction of the road, a grant of land totalling 
25,000,000 acres, By additional later grants and 
by the acquiring of other charters carrying land 
grants, the total of the land acquired by the railway 
was eventually swelled to 44,000,000 acres. 

At the time this land was granted It was given 
an assumed valuation of $3 an acre, and the pre- 
sumption was that the railway would sell the land 
to farmers as rapidly as possible in order to get the 
country settled up, thereby guaranteeing itself a 
freight traffic and at the same time taking a very 
active part as an immigration agency. 

In the annual report of the Canadian Pacific 
Issued the other day there is an item in the asset 
column which shows that the railway. still holds 
6,287,250 acres of land, which it values at 
$100,000,000...The land sales for the past year 
averaged $15.77 per acre for prairie land, and 
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$48.88 per acre for Irrigated land. : 
According to this, the railway, after thirty years, 
is still in possession of land worth almost as much 
as the original grant was supposed to be worth, 
and the price which the company sets upon the 


land, instead of being an agency toward the settle-- 


ment of the country, has the effect of keeping the 
country unsettled by making it more difficult for 
farmers to get onto the land. . : 

At this late date {he plain idiocy of the C. P. R. 
agreement is so universally recognized that anyone 
who has the capacity to think af all no longer de- 
fends it; but the arrangement which permits the 
company to hold these millions of acres tax free 
while it loads every farmér who goes onto the 
land which should have been public domain with a 
handicap of $15 to $20 an acre, every dollar of 
which should be available as capital with which to 
strengthen his position as a producer, is a wrong 
arrangement which should be adjusted without 
delay. 

The Canadian Pacific railway lands should be 
taxed so high that the company would be com- 
pelled to hand them over to bona fide settlers 
without further increment or relinquish hold of 
them altogether. The Borden government could 
compel this readjustment if it would. The fact 
that it does not do so, but instead gives another 


twenty millions of the country’s money to the rail- . 


way corporations, shows what kind of a govern-

CHALMERS. DEMANDS INVESTIGATION 
BY JUDGE OF THE SUPREME COURT

An attempt was made by Alderman 
Calder to have the statement taken as 
read and filed, hut Alderman May's ob- 
jection lo this action was sustained anc 
a motion carried to Jay it on the table 
until the aldermen had time to consider 
it. 

Many of the eharges laid against 
Commissioner Chalmers are) termed 
“false” in his reply and most of the 
others are proved nol to be correcl 
statements of fact. - 

In addition to dealing with the direct 
charges made, Mr. Chalmers refers to 
some of the public works and improve- 
ments that have been carried out in the 
olty since he took office. One of the 
more. recent benefits referred to ts his 
stand in reporting against the Rabbit 
Hills sile for a permanent \yater sup- 
ply, this action being confirmed by the 
latest report from Consulting Engineer 
Willis Chipman. 

If the council refuses to grant the 
reques£ made by Commisstoner Cha!- 
mers for an investigation before a judge 
or the supreme court, it is quile proba:

With regard to a report presented 
last. Tuesday evening by a special com- 
mittee to your honorable body touching 
certain matters dealing with civic’ af- 
fairs, of which it was claimed I was 
specially responsible, and concluding, 
as a result of your findings, that you 
recommended my dismissal from the 
commission board, and which report 
was’ adopted, I‘desire to make the 
following “reply; f 

With respect; tg the car barns, this 
property was purchased with the full 
knowledge and’ approval of your voun- 
ofl, ratified by bylaw of the burgesses. 
Plans for the building were prepared 
by the avchitect's department, with full 
knowledge, and approval of the street 
railway superintendent. With the full 
knowledge and approval of the board of 
commissioners: work vas. commenced 
as soon as the property was secured 
and foundations plans ready, as, owlng 
to the advanced perlod of the season, 
no time could be lost {if these build- 
ings were to De ready by spring of this 
year, and to accomplish this and secure 
the buildings at-actual cost, it was de- 
termined, with the full. knowledge of 
‘the board, to carry oul the construc- 
tlon by day labor, I claim ~.to have 
taken speolal interest In the direction 
of the work and kept in close touch 
with the progress of. construction. The 
other members of the board. also visit- 
ed the work from time to time. You 
charge ‘inexcusable neglect to provide 
efficient ‘oversight of the manner. of 
construction and a total disregard for 
efficiency as well, to account for the 
excess expenditure, and this we find on 
the evidence of the. foreman in charge 
of the work as resulting from the ex- 
ercise of authority of those over him." 

Favorable Records Reoalled. 

With regard to the administration 
and carrying out of the construction, [ 
can only say that during the past few 
years I have had responsible charge 
for the organization and carrying out of 
over two and a half million dollars 
worth of work by day Jabor In this 
province, and, besides receiving com- 
mendation from my © superiors, my 
methods and organization have been 
most favorably mentioned by outside 
contractors and engineers of-repute, I 
used the same methods and proogdnre 
in the kork In questioon and idefy any 
body of reputable contractors to ad- 
versely eriticiso the methods employed. 
T knew the abilities of the foreman In 
charge and he knew the class and 
quality of work expected; the ulmost 
hanmony prevailed and he, ag foreman, 
looked to and expected to recelve and 
take Instructions from those over him, 
the same as any foreman would from 
a contractor. 

T further state that all materials ro- 
ceived on the ground were properly 
checked and check slips forwarded to 
office of stores and works and there 
‘lcompared against the Invoices. 

Auditor's Figures Correct. 

You. mentlon that the books of ‘the 
department show the oost of tho work 
to be 8178,685.19 and same cortified 
as being ‘orrect by a chartered ao- 
countant, but you do not state that from 
Auditor Richardson's exhaustive exam- 
{nations of all tho acoounts, ho found 
the correct charge to be $164,894.18, 
or a Bum of $18,794.01 inadvertontly 
charged to oar barns which belongs to 
other accounts; and if the auditor you 
mention was told of. this and also told 
that the books had. not yet boon cor- 
rected to show the proper amounts, 
hew could he certify as he did? With 
reference to the $12,000.00 charged as 
you say and that cannot be accounted 
for, Auditor Richardson properly ao- 
counts in his report for all charges go- 
Ing to make up the cost of tho builld- 
ing whioh Includes‘ plumbing, heating, 
lighting, shelving, oupboards and arohi- 
tectural charges; everything to com- 
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pletely furnish the structures. — It is 
nol mentidned that the report pre- 
senied on the car barns to you by Mr. 
Buck some time’ ago is shown by the 
auditer’s report to ibe entirely mislead- 
ing and erroneous, 

Contractor’s Figures Misleading. 

You mention having prices from re- 
sponsible contractors that they could 
erect these buildings for from $135,- 
4438.40 to $124,344.00, but it ts nob 
stated whether this does or does not 
include heating, plumbing, lighting, 
shelving, ‘ete., and, furthermore, il is 
quite possible to get low prices based 
on this year's condilions; ani, well 
knowing that they are not to be ask- 
ed to construct the work, hence no 
risks involved. It is not stated, and if 
Lam informed correctly, that one prom- 
inent firm of contractors placed — the 
cost at $185,000.00, and staled that, if 
it cost less, if was’ done yery cheap. 
One teontractor, who presented you a 
price, stated that after ~ seeing the 
buildings they were worth all they 
cost. You also state these .bullders 
charged defective construction, leaky 
coof,; improperly set concrete in walls, 
ete. Hare again I defy any board of 
reputable contractors: to prove. these 
changes over. their signatures. I repeat, 
as I have repeated before and most of 
fdmonton contractors know. that 1 
know something of building, ‘that taking 
into account the conditions of material, 
labor, character. of site, as’ they all 
existed the latter half af 1912, that the 
city has got full value in material and 
workmanship in the’ -cost of these 
dulldings, and the only just criticism 
that may be applied is that they are 
larger than needed for present re- 
quirements; but, in designing these 
buildings, we attempted to provide for 
at least four or five years ahead, in 
doing which we think we were amply 
justified. You charge that the build- 
ing was not properly constructed, be- 
cause no specifications were prepared. 
Specifications ~vere prepared for all 
work ‘done under ceniract, as plaster- 
ing, plumbing, heatings-etc., but for 
the general construction of the build- 
ing the necessary specifications were, 
eontained in the plans. If a foreman 
does not know how to dig trenches, 
put in éoncrete, Duild brick and do 
plain carpenter work Without a speci- 
fleation, then ‘a specification will not 
give him the abilily or increase his 
knowledge. Do contractors, who put 
up buildings ‘for themselves, write out 
specifications for themselves? 

Statements Are Untrua, 

You charge that the other members 
of the board never received on oppor- 
tunity 40 Voice ‘their opinions, ; This 1s 
not. true,.as there was continuous op- 
portunity for an expression of opinion 
by the board, and I was not presump- 
tuous enough to ever think that I con- 
trolled the board, or constituted all 
(he brains of the board, 

Referring to the olher-charges made 
against me—First; ‘that the books of 
the stores were badly kept and that 
the previous superintendent collected 
rent for rooms in the stores bullding—" 
I do not know why I should be held 
particularly responsible for thls. It 
has not been shown: that the books 
have Deen falsified, and, not excusing 
errors, What firm or corporation has not 
errors discovered in its books at times 
and which are corrected when dis- 
covered? As to the rent of the rooms, 
these rooms were bdullt for the use of 
the superintendent, and when the late 
superintendent was engaged no men- 
{ion was made in any way as to these 
rooms or how they were to be used. 
Second: ‘“In the matter of the clvic

HOW TO DRESS SALAD, 


French Cook Says Leaves Should be Washed 
in Five Waters—Cut Into Shreds 
and Sprinkled With Oil. 


Probably no more bitter disputes among 
gastronomers have ever risen than that over 
“ne way to dress a green salad, Were is 
the only -way, according to a Frenchman 
who is always asked to perform the rite, 
as his salads are delicious: 

“First of all the Jeaves should be pre- 
Pared properly for. the bowi,” he says, 
“They seldom are over here, Each leat 
should be looked after carefully and any 
Ittle faded spot removed, © ‘The leaves 
should be washed In at least five waters to 
make sure of absolute cleanliness. ‘Then 
they should-be placed in a ‘perfectly clean 
cloth, Gather the cloth up by the four 
corners and shake back and forth until no 
water sprays from the leaves, “Place the 
leayes wrapped Joosely in this cloth in the 
fce box until the salad course has alinost 
arrived, Then take them from the cloth 
and dry cach one with a clean dry cloth. 
Put them into the bowl and take It to the 
lable, The person whose (luty It 1s to dress 
the salad should cut the Icaves into shreds. 
Youll never see green salad served in my 
country in big Terves, Why ts this? Be- 
cause the dressing cannot go evenly over 
Dig. leaves as it can shredded leaves, 

“First sprinkle your salt and pepper on 
the leaves, Then mix thoroughly with 
spoon and fork to distribute these ingre- 
dients thoroughly. If a little onion or gar- 
lic is to be used now Is the time to slip 
the pleces in, stirring them about well, 

“Now your oll, not too much; just 
enough to make every shred glisten deh- 
calely, % 

“Now your vinegar—and such «4 Ittle 
Vinegar goes a great way! Vinegar always 
after oll, Why? Because if put on before 
{t {8 impossible, with no matter how much 
stirring, to muke it affect every morsel 
oF the salad, as It sticks to the leaves it 
falls upon. But dropped on after the oll 
has been thoroughly mixed over the salad 
it disperses casity over the oiled surface, 

“With a ‘pardon’ to my fricnds I always 
tastc a bit of the salad before passing tt 
to them to make sure that tt has Just the 
Often In doing this I find that 
4& little more of this or that ingredient is 
necded,”’

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


CENTENARY OF EOTVOS, 
HUNQARIAN STATESMAN 


Hungarians in America as well as at 
home will celebrate today the centen- 
ary of the birth of Baron Jozsef Eotvos, 
statesman, novelist, poet and orator. 
Although he has been dead for over 40 
years, Eotvos still lives in Hungarlan 
Mterature and politics, and some of his 
books have already ‘taken their place 
among the classics of hls country. 

Eotvos was born in Buda on Septem- 
ber 8, 19418, and was educated in the 
University of Pesth. Buda and Pesth 
were then separate municipalities, but 
have since been consolidated under the 
name of Budapesth, Eotvos was a pre- 
cocious youth, and was only 47 when 
he commenced his literary career by 
translating one of Goethe's works, This 
was followed by two original comedies 
and a tragedy, which showed such re- 
markable beauty of style as to imme- 
diately place the youthful author in the 
front rank of Hungarian writers. 

At 20 Eotvos began his official oa- 
reer a8 a vice-notary, and after two 
years went to Vienna. In 1836 he tra- 
velled through Germany, Switzerland, 
Franoé and Great Britain. He returned 
to his native land to become ‘the editor 
of the Ariskonyy, in which appeared 
his great novel, “The Garthusian.” 

Eotvos was a leader in many re- 
forms, and hls works on these sitb- 
Jects, as well as his fiction and yerses, 
gained for him the respect of Burope, 
Ho was a brilliant advocate of prison 
reform, and his eloquent defence of 
“The Emancipation of the Jews," was 
still more remarkable, Many of his 
works of this period were Published 
for ie penen ef the sufferers from 

1e terrible flood — which 
Pesth in 48388, counted 

In 1840 he took a seat In the 
house In the Hungarlan Diet, andes 
came. leader of the advanced political 
movement of that period. Soon after- 
ward he lost his fortune, and was

labors of his pen Awhile he continued 
to espouse the national cause. In his 
novel ''The Village Notary," he boldly. 
exposed the abuses conneoted with the 
rule of the nobles. This volume was 
translated Into English and ~ several

pion of centralization, while Kossuth 
defended the automony of the coun- 
tles, 

In 1848 Baron Eotvos recelved tho 
portfolio of minister of publlo instruc- 
tion, but-the stormy course of events 
that shortly followed led to his re- 
tirement. He went to Vienna and. af- 
terwards to Munich, but returned to 
Pesth in 14854, when he published his 
“The Influence of the Ruling Ideas of 
the Nineteenth Century.on the State.” 
In this work he expressed his confld- 
ence in the faithfulness of the age to 
humanitarian {deals, notwithstanding 
its utilitarianism. Ife was largely in- 
strumental in preparing the popular 
mind for those constitutional changes 
Which were afterwards introduced. 
Following the . coronation: of © Franz 
Jozsef as King of Hungary {n 1867, 
When the second Hungarian ministry 
was called into existence, Eotvos was 
again mede minister of public instruo- 
tion. He was at that time the presi- 
dent of the Hungarian Academy — of 
Sciences, and many other honors had 
heen conferred upon him. He died 
in 4871, A monument in the city of 
his birth commemorates his name 
and fame, and hls books continue to 
exert o profound influence on Hungar- 
ian thought, ‘
